The Examiner sets forth a restriction and species election requirements as set forth in 
the above-referenced Office Action. 

In response to the species election requirement, Applicant elects the following species 
with traverse: block co-polymer of styrene and butadiene for the polymerizable material, 
benzyl alcohol for the co-solvent, and parafinic solvent for the non-solvent. 

The solvents all contain terpene ether; and all of the polymerizable materials, all of 
the co-solvents, and all of the non-solvents all have their same respective functions. 
Therefore, the species election requirement is improper and should be withdrawn. 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicant elects claims 1-15 (Group I) with 
traverse. All of the groups relate in some manner to development of printing plate; and
